NEW YORK—(NEAi—-It was Sally Smith 


who first convinced Tommy Smith that he 
could become one of the world's best sprint- 
ers. 


Sally Smith is Tommy's sister and when 


she was in the seventh grade, she could run 
faster than her brother. 


So a match race developed. 
"I beat her," Tommy said, "and from then 


on I knew I could run pretty fast." 


Tommy Smith can run so fast now that he 


has broken three world records this spring 
—200 meters (19.5), 220 yards straightaway 
(19.5) and the 220 around a curve (20.0). 


Bud Winter, his coach at San Jose State 


College, feels Tommy can break even more 
records. 
, 


"I still believe," Winter said, "he 11 break 


all the world sprint marks due primarily to 
the fact that he can sustain speed longer 
than any sprinter the world has ever known. 


"All we need to get him to do is to reach 


his peak speed sooner in a race. When he 
does that, watch out. He'll be amazing in the 
220 and perhaps even more sensational in 
the quarter. 
. 


"In the 100 all he needs to do is face the 


right competition, then get the lead as quick 
as he can, rather than waiting until he's 80 
or 90 yards out, and there's another record. 


"His top times each week, regardless of 


conditions, can best be illustrated by the 
California Relays at Modesto. In the 440, he 
ran his second straight 45.7 (second best in 
the world this year), but he ran it like an 
880 man. The night was cold, he ran the 
backstretch into an 
11-mile-an-hour head 


wind and waited back in the pack until t*.< 
last 100 yards and still managed 4o.7.

History and 
Religion in 
Hungary City 


By JOHN BEST

ESZTERGOM, Hungary (AP) 


— History and religion pervade 
this old city perched atop a big 
bend in the Danube River, 40 
miles north of Budapest. 


This is where the Magyar in- 


vaders established their first 
royal capital m o r e than 1,000 
years ago, 
It's also still theoretically the 


ecclesiastical seat of Josef Car- 
dinal Mindszenty, Roman Cath- 
olic primate of Hungary, who 
since the 1956 revolution has 
been living i n asylum i n the 
United States legation in Buda- 
pest. 


On the bus ride through an- 


cient farming country from Bu- 
dapest, you get a glimpse of 
signs of more recent history. At 
two or three points along the 
narrow, winding road Soviet 
army camps are visible. And if 
you look sharply across the top 
of the wall that separates one 
such camp from the road, you 
can see a row of tanks lined up 
in ashed, chilling reminders of 
the 1956 uprising which was sup 
pressed by Soviet tanks in the 
streets of the capital. 


In Esztergom itself the most 


striking physical characteristic 
is the basilica, largest church in 
Hungary, an imposing structure 
that rises out of a cliff just 
above the river. 


The hill crowned by 
the 


church contains Roman, medie- 
val Hungarian and Turkish re- 
mains, having been used by suc- 
cessive conquerors as a fortress 
and by the Hungarian kings of 
the early Middle Ages as the 
site of a royal palace. 
Existence of the palace was 


unknown until a few .decades 
ago when a large stone fell from 
an ancient 
rampart into a 


garden below. The owner re- 
ported it to oolice. 


Investgiation 
revealed 
two 


beautiful 
Romanesque 
gates, 


beyond which stood a building 
in the early French Gothic 
style. It was the palace of King 
Bela IH — 1173-96 — which, like 
many other medieval buildings 
in Hungary, had been ruined 
and forgotten during the long 
Turkish occupation. 


The primate's palace i s sit- 


uated in he oldest part of this 
city of 22.000, at the foot of the 
citadel hill. Inside the palace, at 
one end of the building, is the 
Christian museum, rich in early 
Hungarian and Italian paint- 
ings, French tapestries and It- 
alian, Hungarian and German 
glassware. 


It's possible to make an hon- 


est mistake on the way upstairs 
to the second-floor museum and 
wander — as I did — into the 
cardinal's residence. 


The sign on the first-floor door 


says "keep out" but since it's in 
Hungarian, I didn't know this at 
the time. As a result I became 
one of the few Westerners who 
has been in Mindszenty's palace 
since the Communists took over 
in Hungary. 


Portraits of popes and cardi- 


nals looked down from the walls 
of the dusky corridor along 
which I walked. As I stood 
studying one of these portraits, 
there was a rustle of garments 
nearby. From the interior of the 
palace came a lone nun who 
wasted little time showing me 
the way out. 


Living in self-imposed exile in 


Budapest, Mindszenty at 74 is 
said to be in good health, enjoy- 
ing a daily stroll in the court- 
yard of the U.S. legation.

the best in the world. Sidney, 
the younger by some 20 years, 
is best remembered as the in- 
Ventor of the Rusinow leads 
which are currently achieving 
popularity among today's ex- 
perts.

per cent) to have children is 
a source of bitter disappoint- 
ment. An even greater sorrow 
is felt by those Who lose an 
only child and are unable to 
have any more. If this is your 
problem, two courses 
are 


open to you, either of which 
can be very rewarding. 


You can apply to your coun- 


.... or you can 


adopt a child. Some couples 
who act as foster parents 
grow to love the child So 
much that they later adopt 
him. Whichever course you 
choose, you must want very 
much to share your love with 
a child whose need for that 
love is very grp»f and the de- 


sire to take the child into 
youf home and heart must 
not ce-me ffom one foster par- 
ent but from both. 


In fairness to the child you 


should never take this step to 
try to patch up a shaky mar- 
riage. Don't fofget that the 
child has no voice in this de- 
cision and that he is the one 
who will suffer most if the 
love you thought you could 
give him fails.
